The front-row seats were re-

The big question—whether the 


president has 
Inherent powers 


under the Constitution to seize pri- 
vate industries in national emer- 
gencies—may go unanswered be- 
cause of the various alternative 
courses open to the court. 


The industry is asking the Su- 


preme Court to uphold the April 
29 decision of Federal Judge David 
A. Pine. Pine ruled that Truman's 
steel seizure order of April 8, is- 
sued to head off a strike, was un- 
constitutional. 
He ordered the 


mills returned to their owners. 


The Justice Department, sup- 


ported by the^ CIO United Steel- 
workers, is asking that Judge 
Pine's injunction against seizing 
the mills be reversed. 


The court may ryle only on the 


narrow Issue of the injunction it- 
self. Or, the whole case could be 
sent back to the lower court for 
further arguments and findings. 


There was no indication vriien 


the high court would hand down 
its decision. 


The court set aside six hours for 


the two sides to present their 
viewpoints, starting this morning. 


Acting Atty. Gen. Philip B. Perl- 


man, who as solicitor general ar- 
gues federal cases before the high 
court, is presenting the Justice De- 
partment's stand. 


The steel companies are repre- 


sented by 79-year-old John W. 
Davis, considered one of the na- 
tion's top constitutional lawyers. 


The steel companies' brief con-

White butterflies that soon will 


be fluttering about the garden lay- 
ing eggs on the underside of the 
cabbage leaves and related plants, 
are the adult stage of the import- 
ed cabbage worm. County Agent 
O. C.' Tritt informs that garden- 
ers have about seven days from 
the time the white butterflies are 
noticed until the first cabbage 
forms start feeding. Therefore, the 
white butterflies are the growers' 
advance notice to get an insecti- 
cide on the cabbage, broccoli and 
related plants. 


Moths of the 'green 
cabbage 


loopers will appear about a week 
after the white butterflies. 
Still 


later, the diamondback moth will 
make its appearance and in its 
wake come greenish - yellowish 
loopers covered with black hair. 


All of these worms on cabbage 


and related plants can be control- 
led with DDT or rotenone. Gar- 
deners, wishing to dust, should use 
one percent rotenone, or three per 
cent DDT. For spraying use 5 
tablespoons of 4- or 5 per cent 
rotenone, or 1% tablespoons of 
DDT 50 per cent wettable powder 
to each gallon of water. Discon- 
tinue the use of DDT 30 days 
before 
harvest. Rotenone 
may 


be used until one week before har- 
vest. Repeat the applications of 
either insecticide at weekly inter- 
vals 
until 
these 
insects 
are 


brought under control andl there- 
after use aa needed during the 
growing season.
